the truth of this Aſſertion is ſo plain, that could ic admit of a 
COP you Letter would put an end to it, for it is in well 
Compoſed Sentences, and periods, the Univerſal Voice of the 
Party who have much (againſt his will) forc'd the King to diſ- 
cern, that their magnify'd Loyalty was meerly their Intereſt, 
and that they were Diſciples of the Crown only for the Loaves.
